We know at uo means 
of doing this, at once so simple and so 
efficacious as the institution of Agricul- 
tural Societies— or of Siwieties, under 
whatever unme, having lor their objeci the 
promotion of rural enterprise and economy . 

Connected with this subject, our alien- 
lion haa be™ called to a lit lie Iraet that 
has mat issued from the proas of Mr. 
"W. A. Doncaw, of the Wtekty Rci/itlfr, 
" On Self-supporting Agricultural Work- 
ing Unions fur the LatHjiiriiii; Classes," 
showing the rrrtstn by which industrious 
men mar raise tbeinsclrcs to a state of 
comfortable independence in Atistrnlia, 
with or without the assistance of the 
ruling authorities. If the project 
hen brought forward were submitted 
to an association uf practical land - 
owners, farmers, and graiien, we 
have no doubt something truly 
useful might be made of it— .useful, 
not only to the Inbuuriiig classes, 
whose benefit is pBrticulntly aimed at, but 
to Isnded proprietors, whoae fallow wastes 
might be mado the source of improving 
rent-rolls. The tract opens with the 
inicstion, " What is to be dime uiili the 
Five Thousand Emigrtnts aud their 
families, who are now on their wnj to the 
colony V and proceeds to answer the im- 
portant tniiuiry with much good senie and 
amiable feeling. Mr. Dim u — for to 
tliat gentleman we must ascribe the author- 
ship — proposes n plan of fnrutitig 
tenancy, similar, in its geiicrd outline, to 
that which has been already brought (o 
bear, in several very promising insUnee^,

The Conor held that the objection was 
aulficienily strong to form a reasonable ground 
foe refuting the application. Uy the new Rule 
of Court, great delay would bs occasioned Ul 
the trial of the cave if the motion for a Jury 
was granted, and bb this delay might be highly 
injurious lo a plaintiff puassating a well 
fouoded claim, the Court would In future 
examine the grounds upon which these 
motions were made with much more Btricinest 
than hithertu. If the i|ueil(nn involved in a 
caao woa of too much iinpurtauoc lobctrueled 
Lu the decisions of atcetsors, there would be 
a right to hove the mailer tried hy a jury, but 
nu| otherwise, ami In the present case, the only 
point to be determined wss one of the most 
simple description. 

The motion was therefore refused, and 
ilmlhir motions In tha oases of Sililoe and 
another v. Williams, Llowc v. Gannon, Uunu 
v. Nucha n, Cummins v. Campbell, flow den 
v. Fillhardlngc, and Moore v. Walker and 
another, were refused fur the same reason.

The introduction of the native eUeft, 
end the long conversation between them 
and His Excellency, interpreted by Mr. 
Cknrkc, was not by any mean* the least 
interesting feature in the day's proceed - 
keg*. We prefer giving the addresses 
then presented, and the written answers 
subteuuently returned, to repeating any 
of His Excellency's extemporaneous it- 
surauaet to tlicm at the lever, the more 
etpccially because every expectation held 
Met by Hi* Excellency was declared to be 
contingent npon arrsnpementt, thsm- 
aelres depending upon lime and circum- 
stances. "We cannot help, homcvor, ob- 
serving, that We feel somewhat jr ulcus 
of the extreme caution which it is the 
fashion to display lor the poor natives 
aad their rights : they are perfectly side 
to ask and to enforce all that in justly 
due to them, without our enhancing 
their position by a morbid sentimentality 
— the prevailing blot upon the mortl cha- 
racter of the age in which we are living. 
One project of the British Government, 

£ renounced by Csptsin Filxroy, wo feel 
a dnty to allude to, namely — the pro- 
posal that our fellow countrymen should 
tea** from the native chiefs lands upon 
very ibort lease*, in order that the poor 
natives may continue to possess a prepon- 
derating " right, title, and property," ic, 
in those lands which European occupation 
will alone stamp a value upun : — as it it 
were possible to dream that British ^apittl, 
popuhtion, experience, tud industry, will 
eome here, to make a new Landed aristo- 
cracy of these Ultootil ilankrltm. Sncli 
a system besides would defeat its own 
avowed purpose ; it would not administer 
to Maori happinrttand independence as a 
people, quite the contrtry ; it would only 
perpaluatt the most repulsive features of 
than own system of slavery ! and serve to 
transplant into this new country the least 
defensible portions of our own doubtful 
Law of Primogeniture." This scheme 
of course, will be an abortion j wc blush 
' to waste any argument upon it.
